Came out of the cabin and returned 
to the wheel. There was great ex- 
citement aboard and a hurrying and 
scurrying to attend to the wounded. 
I told the passengers there was noth- 
ing left to do but return to Seattle.” 


REDS HEAVILY ARMED. 


Capt. Wyman and Capt. H. B. 
Arnold of the Calista, said that the 


fii men on both vessels were heavily 


armed when the steamers left Se- 
attle. The officers said it seemed as 
if yevery man aboard had a pistol 
but all the weapons disappeared 
after the shooting. When the steam- 
ers arrived at Seattle, the police 
searched each man carefully and also 
made a_thorough search of the 
steamers but no weapons were 
found, 

When the Calista docked the men 
aboard her were gathered in by the 
policemen and marched to the City 
Jail, but the quarters there were so 
crowded with the men taken from 
the Verona, that the prisoners from 
the Calista were placed in the 
County Jail for the night. 

When the Verona pulled into her 
slip at the Colman dock, the wharf 
Was surrounded by policemen, some 
armed with shotguns and others with 
drawn pistols, and thirty National 
Guardsmen, under command of Capt. 
Paul Edwards. All the guardsmen 
stood with fixed bayonets and their 
belts filled with ball cartridges. 


WARNED NOT TO LAND. 


As the steamer drew alongside the 
pier, Captain of Police D. F. Willard 
shouted to Capt. Wyman of the 
Verona not to land. Several mem- 
bers of the Industrial Workers 
aboard the boat started to clamber 
over the steamer’s rail, but police- 
men pointed pistols at the men and 
—- them to remain on the 


One gangplank was lowered, and, 
under supervision of the police, the 
wounded were taken off the boat 
first, assisted by their uninjured com- 
rades, and were removed to the City 
Hospital. The four dead were taken 
to the morgue. 

The Verona’s dead were found lald 
out on the floor of the cabin and the 
wounded were stretched on seats 
the walls or lying on the 

oor. 


As the men marched down the 
gangplank under cover of police 
shotguns and pistols, they were 
searched for firearms but no weapons 
were found. Several pistols were 
found hidden in the cabin of the 
boat when it was searched after 
the men had been taken off.

That there was not further loss 
of life was due to the action of

Last Monday forty- 
five memibers of the Industrial 
Workers of the World came from 
Seattle by steamer, but were met 
at the wharf by the citizens’ posse,

DASH TO SOUTH 
TO RESCUE MEN. 


Shackleton will Attempt to 
Succor Marooned Crew. 


| Ten of His Expedition Left 


on Ross Island. 


Explorer Passes Through City 
on Long Journey. 


Lieut. Ernest (Henry) Shackle- 
ton, the Antarctic explorer, whose 
expedition failed to reach the south 
pole, passed through Los Angeles 
from New Orleans to San Francisco 
last night, accompanied by Capt. 


Frank Worsley, his navigator. He is 
en route to Wellington, N. Z., 
and will sail on the steamship 


Moana from San Francisco day after 
tomorrow. - 
Arriving in New Zealand, he will 
refit the Aurora, one of the ships 
of the ill-fated expedition, and sail 
about December 30 for Ross Island 
in an attempt to rescue ten of his 
men who were left there when the 
Aurora was dismantled and driven 
out to sea during a hurricane. 

Shackleton’s expedition, which 


‘met disaster in the Weddell Sea ice 


packs, November 29, 1915, was or- 
ganized in February, 1914, and left 
Buenos Aires October 26 of that 
year. No word of the party was 
received from February, 1915, until 
June last, when the Aurora wire- 
lessed that she was limping her way 
toward port, minus ten men. 
THOUSAND MILES IN BOAT. 
When Lieut. Shackelton's ship, 
the Endurance, -sank, she was on 
the western edge of the Weddell Sea 
and the crew was able to make its 
way to Elephant Island in small 
boats. In April last, Lieut. Shackle- 
ton and five companions left in a 
dory twenty-two feet long, and made 
their way 1000 miles to the Falk- 
land Islands. After three vain at- 
tempts to rescue the twenty-two men 
he left behind, he fimally rescued 
them in August. 

The Aurora, although badly dam- 
aged, arrived at New Zealand and 
members of the crew related that 
ten of their companions were ma- 
rooned on Ross Island when the 
hurricane drove the ship out to sea 
and piled an impassable barrier of 
they had left. 
These men have a store of provisions 
which Lieut. Shackelton believes 
sufficient to last until he reaches 
them, which he expects to do by 
February or March, if weather con- 
ditions are not too adverse.

Zaars or socials, but proceed to devote 
themselves to such welfare work as does 
not require money. 

It has for so long been a fetich of the 
churches that if we would give them a few 
million dollars they would reform the world! 
Money, the root of al! evil, against which 
they never cease to harangue, has been 
their eternal plea. But here comes an or- 
ganization with a moneyless policy assur- 
ing us that Christian welfare work can be 
achieved without money. 

The modern bazaar has degenerated into 
a hopeless graft. Time was when the or- 
ganizerg themselves made all the contribu- 
tions necessary, but of late years it has 
been fashionable to beg supplies from the 
loca] stores in such a way thai it was often 
little short of an impudent holdup. The 
stores not only donate the supplies, but 
find their business snatched from them by 
the bazaar, which often undersells them 
with their own donated goods. And it is 
common knowledge that the stores remain- 
ing unsold after the bazaars are over are 
frequently copped by the organizers them- 
selves, Christian ladies going home armed 
with loot. 

Many a business man wil! readily give a 
specified sum to individual charities, while 
virulently resenting the specious graft of 
the bazaar. For every charity fete and 
bazaar given of late years the stores have 
been the main victims. With subtle guile 
their best customers have often been se- 
lected to do the begging. They get no 


credit in heaven or earth for their gener- 


osity, which the organizers glibly take unto 
themselves. The sophisticated bazaar cus- 
tomer will only buy if she is assured of 
getting a bargain. Her contribution to 
“eharity” will surely go unrecorded in 
heaven.

He did 
not propose that such a league shal! be

—| present war and he said emphatically that 


if the present war shall be regarded in any 
other light than as a war to end war, it 
would have to be regarded as a disaster 
worse even than men hgve come to accept it 
as. In his speech to the members of the 
Foreign Press Association Har! Grey said 
that if a peace league had existed tn 1914 
its power to have called a conference at 
The Hague would have made the present 
war an impossibility, for it would have for- 
bidden the tnvasion of Belgium and would 
have assured the German people against 
any fear of aggression from their eastern 
neighbor, and against any undue extension 
of that neighbor's influence in the near east. 
In order, however, to have done this it 
would have been necessary that the league 
should have been prepared not only to 
speak but to act. “Ht has been said fre 
quently, with more satire than truth, that 
a league to enforce peace would only prove 
a league to wage war, inasmuch as the 
leacut would have to intervene by force of 
arms to prevent the war it feared. This, 
of course, is a reductio ad absurdum of a 
perfectly sane idea.” If the neutral nations 
of the world bad said to Austria and Rus- 


sia, to Germany end France, im the days

hosjilities, that the first shot fired would 
cause them to close their frontiers to which- 
ever of the combatants took the initiative, 
there can hardly be any doubt what would 
have followed.

terrible losses and sacrifices of the present 
war wil) so accentuate the necessity of a 
peace league that it may confidently be ex- 
pected one will be formed as soon as the 
cannon shal] have ceased to thunder. 
It is a gain for the cause of national 
peace that so famous a statesman as Lord 
Grey should publicly favor a conference of 
nations and should declare the formation 
of a peace league to be entirely practicable. 
He suggested that at this time the neutral 
nations should form such a league and: he 
indicated that the United States should take 
the lead. Although the league would not 
interfere even by a suggestion in the pres- 
en conflict it would not refuse its friendly 
offices to bring about a permanent peace 
between al) nations at the close of the war, 
Great Britain cannot afford to make 


many more mistakes in dealing with neutral 
‘nations. Lord Beresford attempted to start 


a discussion in the House of Peers on @& 
subject that does not come within the juries 
diction of that august assembly. Wari Grey,

SAN DIMAS, Nov. 6.—Excellence 
of the lemon market since the first 
day of July is responsible for the 
fact that at the annual meeting of 
the San Dimas Lemon Association 


$8483 citrus growers counted them- 
selves $410,000: ahead on the 1916 
harvest. 

im 1915 the ageociation raise’ an 
enormous crop, of lemong and its 
tatal return from yvales amounted to 
only $140,000. This year it grew 
leas lemons, but it sold $650,868.23 
worth of them, realizing $410,000 
more on thé year’s harvest than 
the crop brought the year before. 
The 343 growers are each §1196 
ahead of their iast year income from 
the same number of ecres. This 
record exceeds that of the La Verne 
Orange Growera’ Association, the 
growers ef which each got 
more for their fruit this year than 
they received for it last year. 

Aceording to the report of Lucien 
Taylor, who is president of the as- 
sociation, 228,650 boxes of lemons 
were shipped this seasen. The net 
return for this amount af fruit was 
$606,078.92. The average cost of a 
packed box of lemong was given 
as being a fraction lees than 54 
cents. The average price paid to 
growers for all lemong was $2.71. 

“Pet” brand led all others for 
the San Dimas growers, averaging 
$3.68 per box in all pools. S

Platinum and palladium continue!

It is a common belief 
that this rise is due to the demand 
of these precious metals by the jew- 
elry trade, but this is not the rea- 
son so miich as the increasing use 
of platinum in the manufacture of, 
sulphuric acid.

N THE iron and steel 
| eonditions from week to week 

show further-and constant im- 
prevement. Bookings are being ex- 
tended further and further into the 
next year and, in the case of rail 
orders, as far ahead ag 1918. There 
is searcely a halt in the upward 
swing of prices. Much of the new 
business, especiaily thut specified for 
delivery late in 1917 and early 1918, 
is being booked without fixing prices, 
this matter being left for adjudica- 
tion later.

wheat and corn flour to cheapen the 
price of wheat flour, which will mean 
large exports.

Joe “Boquel will be Given 
Milisery Funeral.

Opinion Prevails He Grew 
Dizzy ia Flight. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPA1CH.] 
SAN DIEGO, Nov, 5.—Joe Bo- 
the daredevil aeronautist, will 
be given a military funeral here to- 
morrow. The entire first battalion 
of the Twenty-first Infantry will act 
as an escort to the body. Enlisted 
men from the San Diego, the flag- 


ship of the Pacific fleet, have been 
chosen pallbearers and the North 
Island aviators will furnish the 
military caisson and horses for the 
casket on its trip to the train. 
Boquel was at one time a mem- 
ber of the United States Navy and 
at the time of his death was a mem- 
ber of the American army reserves. 
While here he made his flights each 
day at the Exposition from the 
Twenty-first Infantry camp. 
When the commanding officer, 
Col. O’Nelll, heard that the men 
wished to pay this honor to Bo- 
quel he arranged for the military 
funeral. Boquel had _ frequently 
visited the officers and men of the 
U.S.S. San Diego and was well liked 
by them and the North Island 
aviators, all of whom watched his 


-|daring flights with keen interest. 


A brief funeral service will be 
held at 1:30 at the undertaking par-. 
lors and the military apd naval es- 
cort will then march the train 
with the body. 

That the aviator became dizzy 
while making the corkscrew turns 
and plunged into the ground while 
in this state, is the opinion of E. M. 
Ascher, Boquel’s manager, who ar- 
rived here today from Fresno. 

A closer examination of the aero- 
nal today, when it was removed 
from the spot where the accident 
occurred, indicated that the control 
wires were all right; that the switch 
was on and that the machine was in 
position for the spirals, which 
proof that the aviator had not tried 
to turn when he fell. 

A few days ago after making nu- 
merous spirals, the daring aviator 
was so dizzy when he alighted that 
seconds. He refused, however, to 
admit the cause. 

Others hold that the accident was 
due to a treacherous downward air 


made by Art Smith, Beachey and 
other aviators who have given exhi- 
itions at the exposition. They 
stated that when soaring over the 


canyon in which Boquel fell that 
a “down-pulling’’ current of power- 
ful strength was in evidence. Bo- 


quel is credited with ‘ie statement 
that he was compelled to exercise 
all of his skill to right his plane at 
the conclusion of his ‘‘corkscrews” 
when diving to the earth as there 
was

BAKING PLANT IS SWEPT 
BY A DISASTROUS FIRE 


OUGH for 560,000 of 
D bread was destroyed yesterday 
by a $75,000 fire) which 
wrecked the ovens and mixing-room 
of the Bradford Baking Company's 
plant, No. 405 North Avenue 20. 
The fire was started by an explo- 
sion of fumes from crude oil in one 
of the draw-plate ovens of the plant. 
“Happy” Horner, who says he has 
none other than the genial first 
name, and Louis Birne were light- 
ing the oven, preliminary to begin- 
ning the day’s baking, When the 
explosion occurred. They were 
thrown to a distant wall and flam- 
ing crude oil was spattered about 
the room. 


Immediately the flames greed 
through the place. Fourteen huge 


either entirely destroyed or so dam- 
aged they will be useless, according 
to the opinion of C. R. Bradford, 
president of the company. The plant 
will be out of service severa] days. 

The flames spread to the mixing- 
room, destroying all the dough ready 
for the ovens. It also destroyed the 
dressing-room for the employees, 
consuming the street clothes of fif- 
teen workmen who were in the 
plant at the time. 

The damage to the machinery is 
estimated at $55,000 and to the 
building, $20,000. Mr. Bradford 
said he had made arrangements with 
other bakeries to handle his baking 
until his plant can be repaired, This 
is the second costly fire in the plant 
in the last three months.
